The worshipers sat with eyes fix- 
ed upon the surplice olad clergyman, 
who stood out against the beauti- 
ful background of green. The 
sun was just settiug behind the 
trees in the west. The pastor took 
as his text the words: " The day 
goeth away, for the shadows of the 
evening arc stretched out." With 
graceful gestures of arm and hand 
the preacher spoke to his silent 
congregation words appropriate to 
the occasion. 

To add to the iuipreaaiveness of 
the sei vice, black threatening clouds 
began to darken the sky. Loud 
peals of reverberating thunder fell 
on tin hearing ears. Flashes of 
lightning streaked across the 
heavens, illuminating the darken- 
ed " house" of worship and attun- 
ing the hearts of the gathering to a 
realization of the awfulness and 
the power of the Being to whom 
they were paying homage. 

The unique service closed with 
the rendering in signs of the hymn, 
"Abide With Me," by a young lady 
graduate of this school. — Cleveland 
Pin in Dealer, June 16.

The first or second day of every 
term when ihe whole school has re- 
turned, a sort slave marked is held 
in each house, at which the 
upper boys have Ihe privilege from 
among the tower boys of ohoosinfl 
their particular fag for the next 
three months or so.

have not reached the fifth form are 
numerous, an upper boy may have 
two such servitors for his own ex- 
clusive use.

The fag is 
responsible of getting his master 
out of bed in time for early niiirii- 
iiii: school a dangerous and thank 
less task to perform on a big boy who

breakfast. He lavs Ihe (doth, 
makes the lea and toasl -woe be- 
tide him if the latter be burned or 
cut too thick — boils the egg and 
fries and extra luxuries in the way 
ol rashers or sausages his master 
may send him to purchase ill the in 
the town. 

The meal prepared, the fag is by 
no means free lo go and get his own 
bi oa k fast , as he has to wait at table, 
be ready lo fetch water from the 
kitchen and if ordered tly off "np 
town" to ore of the "sock shops" 
for a pot of jam or marmalade. He 
is a lucky boy if he can snatch a 
ten minutes for his breakfast before 
the chapel bei) begins lo ring. 

The same round of duty has to lie 
gone thro: 1 n al readme, Hie 

only difference heinu; that there is 
more time lo do il in, and fag mas- 
ters are generally in a better tem- 
per when school for the day is ovei . 

Put ragging al meals is by no 

means the only service which the 

lower buy has lo relidei . lie has 
lo scrape the mud off nis master's 
football boots, to put his change 
(dollies away after cricketing or 
running with beagles, and take notes 
to other boys in oilier houses. 

It is strange to think that if Lord 
Salisbury had only gonejto Eton a 
few years earlier than he did, he 
might have bad to clean Mr. Glad- 
stone's boots and run errands for 
his future rival. Mr. Gladstone 
himself was somewhat lucky in his 
;g when at Eton, as he fagged 
for his elder brother Thomas, and 
naturally go! let down easier thin 
If had been apportioned to some 

strange boy. The Marquis of 
Blandford and Lord Randolph 
Churchill had the reputation of being 
Inooi rigibly idle f igs, but when they 
(diose to exert themselves they wore 
excellent cooks and as such were 

much in request. It is equally dif- 
ficult to imagine the dignified Lord 

Clad' .lust ice Coleridge making 
toast and boiling eggs for his mas- 
ter, lull tradition has it that he was 
a most exemplar} fag. 

In addition lo t heir regular daily 
work fortheirown master, the low- 
er boys have to fag ID a desultory 
way for any upper hoy who may 

want them during the day. At ihe 

cry of " Power boy!" shouted by 
any fellow above (he lower division 
of Ihe fifth form, every hoy below 
the tilth has lo scamper out 
to (he summons, and Ihehindermost 

in the race is generally ordered off 
for whatever duty has to be per- 
formed.
